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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations of 
claims 1,11 and 21 are sufficient to overcome the prior rejection of record and were not found in 
a further search. Specifically, the limitation of "the resulting image on the first and second 
display areas is continuous within a tolerance value", is not taught or fairly suggested by the 
prior art of record, or any further art discovered by the examiner. In general, the claims differ 
from the prior art in that the claims are concerned with maintaining image continuity across 
multiple displays of varying resolutions. While the prior art teaches the display of images across 
multiple displays of varying resolutions, as well as scaling and adapting images to multiple 
resolutions, none of the prior art fairly teaches or suggests the aforementioned maintaining of 
image continuity across multiple displays of varying resolutions
